Democracy in Action 


Saturday, February 16 is an important.

Wherever this system has 
been given a fair trial, it has proven highly 
popular with the people, and is of inestimable 
value to the local governing body in keeping

Meyer Should Be Released 


All the recent hub-bub concerning Kurt 
Meyer being found in his home with _ his 
family looks to us like a put-up fob by The 
Canadian Press to embarrass the prison 
authorities in Germany and perhaps the 
Canadian government which holds those 
authorities responsible for Meyer's security.

found him guilty, beyond doubt of murder, 
then he should have been given the death 
penalty in keeping with our Canadian laws. 

Ve don’t agree that capital punishment is 
the solution even in cases of civilian homi- 
cide, however, and much less can be said for 
it after a war when all sides indulged in the 
art of killing. Just the same, if Meyer was 
legally subject to the order of our courts, 
and if found guilty of murder he should have 
been hanged. But if there was a doubt about 
it, he should. have been released. : 

’ But as we chose to sentence him to life 
imprisonment we had our choice of keeping 
him, here or turning him over to German 
prison authorities. We took the latter

on leave, in accordance with German prison 
rules, we raise a big fuss. ; 

T.et’s not: be vindictive in our dealings 
with a fallen foe. Let’s not be childish in 
handing out justice. Meyer should be re- 
leased and, as has been suggested by experi- 
enced Canadian veterans, put to work build- 
ing un a strong German army in defence of 
the West.

A New Era In Agriculture 


At, the annual meeting of the American 
Association for the ‘Adwencenentt of 
Science, there was a demonstration of a 
synthetic chemical named Krillium, that 
converts non-productive into Bt ype 
soil in a matter of hours instead of 

or generations required by it metho 
Krillium is not a fertilizer but a soil condi- 
tioner which restores the physical structure 
of the soil to the proper consistency, thus 
enabling plants to get the proper amount of 
oxygen, water and nutrients from the soil. 

This development marks the beginning 
of a revolutionary era in agriculture. It 
is conceivable that in the distant future 
deserts may be turned into rich farm land. 
Old worn-out land may become farm fron- 
tiers, 4 

Unfortunately, Krillium is still in the 
development stage and will not be on the 
market in substantial quantities ‘before 
1953. It is expected, however, that one 
pound of Krillium will cost around two 
dollars and that it will have essentially 
the same effect on soil structure as five 
hundred pounds of commercial compost, 
which sells at about two and one-half 
cents a pound. 

In view of the fact that communism 
thrives among people who live on soils 
that no longer produce enough food to 
support them, we feel that this new syn- 
thetic soil ‘conditioner may prove to be a 
very effective weapon in the fight against 
communism, 


How the East Escapes 


The Winnipeg Free Press explains how 
most of the 62 per cent increase in freight 
rates since 1948 is borne by the people of 
the prairie provinces of Western Canada. 

In the east the railways must meet com- 
petitive freight rates from water and truck 
competition. As a result, according to the 
Free Press, out of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way total traffic of $347,525,624 per year 
$114,290,183, almost entirely in the east, is 
totally exempted from percentage increases. 
The full weight of the increases falls upon 
$203,058,829 of traffic, most of which is 
either in Western Canada or chargeable to 
western consumers. Exactly the same con- 
ditions apply to the Canadian National 
Railways. ;

Many of the birds using these routes 
fly non-stop for thousands of miles. The 
Arctic tern seems to be the champion dis- 
tance migrator. He leaves islands rimming 
the Arctic Sea, crosses the ocean to Europe, 
flies down the West African coast and re- 
‘urns in spring via South America, Others 
travel similar distances, 

Despite progress tracing migratory 
routes, no one has yet established how these 
remarkable birds navigate the same course 
year after year. American and Canadian 
geologists have definitely determined; how- 
ever, that the migratory population of these 
birds increased in 1951, despite all claims to

Germination tests already com- 
meted by the Line Elevators Farm 
rice on more than 7,000 farmers 
grain. samples emphasize the 
ing points with respect to the 
va/ue. of damp grain for seed. 

Delayed Germination. An unusu- 
aliv large amount of damp grain is 
being held on. western farms this 
winter for seed. Damp grain pre- 
sents a real germination problem 
Owing. to thd fact that high mois- 
ture* content is associated with 
de'ayed germination (strong seed 
dormancy), seed-grain stored under 
damp conditions in the farm bin 
will not . germinate — satisfactorily 
until warm Spring weather occurs 
‘Towever,, if a farmer's grain is 
rossonably dry, containing less than 
!0¢— moisture, a germination test 
this winter will give a reliable 
indication of its ability to germinate 
in the Spring, and hence its true 
value for seeding purposes, 

Recommendations. ‘The germina- 
tion tests made by this Depart- 
ment strongly support the following 
official recommendations with re- 
spect to the use of damp grain for 
seed: (1) Wheat, Oats and Barley 
containing more than 16% moisture 
or Flax with over 1244% moisture 
should not be used for seed. (2) No 
farmer should rely oh securing 
“good” seed from grain crops that 
will remain unthreshed until Spring 
(3), Under no circumstances should 
heated, “moldy”, or otherwise dam- 
aged, or “out-of-condition” grain be 
used for seed. (4) Any grain that 
has been dried by artificial means 
should be tested for germination, as 
artificial drying is likely to seriously 
injure its germinability. 

‘Play Safe, Every farmer in West- 
,ern Canada should make sure the 
grain he plans on using for seed this 
Spring germinates satisfactorily. 1/

Humus—The Lifeblood of the Soll 


Soil humus, often referred to as 

soil organic matter, is universally 

ized by ‘agricultural scientists 

. as the most impo ee eae 
constituents. Tt is is the lifeblood of 

the soil or, as the English farmer 

would say, “The heart of the land.” 

What is Humus? Humus is actu- 
ally the end product of the organic 
matter that is put into the soil. By 
organic matter is meant ma‘ 
built up by plants and animals. For 
mers stubble,® straw, leaves, 
grain, clover, meat, etc., are 
materials, or organic matter. Wie 
these materials are completely rot- 
ted or decayed they form a dark 
brown or black, more or less sticky 
substance which is “Humus.” 

Benefits of Humus. One of the 
most important functions of humus 
is to gradually liberate a continuous 
stream of nutrients or foods for 
plant growth. Besides, it improves 
the physical condition or structure 
of soils; provides better aeration; 
increases the water-holding pr acl 
city of the soil; has a binding 
on the soil particles, thus preventing 
soi! erosion; helps the soil to absorb 
more heat; 'stimulates the growth of 
beneficial soil micro-organisms; and 
prevents chemical changes taking 
place too rapidly in the soil. 

Humus Needed. There is, of 


course, a direct relationship be- | 


tween the type of crop rotation 
practised in the Prairie Provinces 
and the percentage of organic mat- 
ter in the soil. A short rotation such 
as a two-year, fallow-wheat rotation 
is highly detrimental to the building- 
up of soil organic matter. No for- 
mula has been found for growing 
cereal crops every year, or every 
other year on a field and, at the 
same time, maintaining soil organic 
matter. @ Let there be no mines 
about it: the use of well-planned 
crop rotation, which include grasses 
and legumes, provides the only com 
pletely satisfactory answer to + 
vital problem of maintaining’ 
fertility of our prairie soils.
